PREVIOUS ACTION

On June g,2015,the Board approved a contract withNaphCare, Inc. to provide Detention
Inmate Medical Services.

BACKGROT]ND

On Jnne 10,2015, Washoe County entered into a contact withNaphCare, Inc. to provide
Detention Inmate Medical Services the period of June 10,2075 through May 37,2017
with the option to renew the contract for two (2) one-year periods in the amount of
($5,762,317.01 for year 1; $5,862,317 for year 2; optional $6,061,635.78 for year 3; and
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$6,267,73L 39 for year 4) based on an average daily population (ADP) of 1,200 inmates.

The contract required an agreed upon 39.3 Full Time Employees, hereinafter FTE's, in
order to staffthe facility and provide the required inmate medical care.

On April 13,2017,NaphCare, Inc. provided the Washoe County Detention Facility an

Amendment for Health Care Services. The amendment extends the contract beyond the
current terrn (due to end May 31, 2017) for one year, beginning June 7,2017 and ending

May 31,2018. The amendment also includes anewfee schedule option forthe extended

year which increases staffing from 39.3 FTE's to 48 FTE's (an 8.7 FTE increase to
staffing) at an extended total cost of $6,825,807.12 for the term of the contract and based

upon a monthly average daily population (ADP) of 1,200 inmates.

F'ISCAL IMPACT

Should the board approve this contract, funding for the remainder of FY 17 is available in
the budget of the Sheriffs Offrce, cost center 150900. FY18 firnding is available in the

budget of the Sheriffs Office, split between cost center 150900 and internal order

11350. Funds are anticipated to be requested for all future fiscal years applicable to the

Agreement and renewals.

Compensation for services rendered is based on an ADP of 1200. There is a $3.36 daily
per diem rate should the ADP exceed L,200, and a $3.36 daily per diem credit rate should

the ADP fall below 1,000, subject to a $400,000 annual aggregate cap.
